Socialista lievolueionario (MSR), the "La Chiva" finca, located at La Punta de

Bejerano states that the "La Chiva" finca was used by the revolutionaries 
involved in the 1947 attempt against the Dominican Republic.) 


2, 4m charge of the finca "La Chiva" is General Rivas, believed to be a Guatemalan, 
supposedly in this position to protect the interests of Juan Rodriguez Garcia, 
the Dominican leader of the Caribbean Legion. Bejerano states that schoonera 
coma to la Punte de la Chiva from the United States, Panama, Costa Rica, and 
Mexico. The schooners from the United States reportedly bring arms to La Punta 
de la Chiva for the use of the revolutionaries. Comment. These arms 
from the United States consist of .A45cdiber autematics, the latest type 
hemington automatic rifles, which source states are .35¢dliber, Garand carbines, 
and Smerican model pistols described as P. 38's. Bejerano asserte that all of 
these arms are new, in good condition, and that a new load of arms is expected 
from the United States.) The vessels from countries other than the United 
States arrive at la Punta de la Chiva empty, but depart with arms for Central 
American ports.
